I“My Story of Atlanta’ ‘ 


BY WAY OF PRELUDE 

In the annals of American 
cities since the planting of San 
Augustine in Florida by the 
Spaniards no more romantic 
story can be told of any than 
of Atlanta. 

There are cities greatly older 
that are greatly lesser in popu- 
lation and fame; there are cities 
greatly larger and not nearly 
_so picturesque, important and 
“sure of future glories; there 
are cities of more sudden 
growth, but devoid of senti- 
ment and symbolism. No one 
of them fascinates by its novel 
experiences or origin and ex- 
pansion, by its victories of 
faith in peace and ordeals of 
courage in war, by its ‘riumph 
over ashes and adversities, as 
does Atlanta. 

In the era of her birth she 
was both a boast and a betenoir 
—the boast of the visionaries 
who brought her into life and 
the beast of menace to those 
who feared her rivalry. By the 
care of her conditors she grew, 
and- flourished, and fared in- 
defeasibly to fortune and to 
fame. She has outlived jeal- 
ousies, rivalries and the reduc- 
tion fires of near-barbaric war. 


From the charred chaos left 
by Sherman’s ignifers in 1864 
She lifted -her scorched wings 
to Heaven and cried to the 
world: “Resurgam — | will 
rise again!” 

Then and thereby she blaz- 
oned the phoenix on her coat- 
of-arms and neither flood nor 
flames, neither pestilence nor 
panic have since marred its 
beauty or defeated its chal- 
lenge. 

The author of this story 
came to Atlanta in 1861; a 
youthful war refugee from 
East Tennessee. From the 
hcur of his arrival until these 
words are written Atlants has 
been to him the most interest- 
ing and beloved place in all the 
world. He has shared her for- 
tunes in war, in her resurrec- 
tion from ruin, in her oppres- 
Sive experiences in “recon- 
struction,” so-called; and in 
her renewed career of cour- 
age and conquest over every 
contesting circumstance. He

LIQUOR PROCLAMATION 
GETS LITTLE ATTENTION. 
Austin, Texas, November 29.— 

Little was heard today in Texas re- 
garding the offer of Governor Miriam 
A. Ferguson to pay a reward for the 
arrest and conviction for violation of 
liquor laws of any Texan worth $5,- 


The governor’s proclamation had 
been forecast as early as July. Her 
husband, speaking before the state bar 
association, advocated law enforcement 
against wealthy violators and then 
said the governor would issue a proc- 
lamation offering a reward of $500 
for the conviction of wealthy persons 
violating liquor laws. 

The unexpected part of the reward 
offer was the governor’s charge that 
a certain unnamed wealthy ‘man liv- 
ing in the northern part of the state 
could possess and dispense liquor, and 
other wealthy pres in the southern 
part of Texas have their supply with- 
out question by officers while poor 
persons. were sentenced to prison for 
having a half pint of liquor. 

The proclamation was not pub- 
lished in full by Texas newspapers, 
the parts omitted being those referring 
to the unnamed, reputedly wealthy 
men whose business connections were 
mentioned. Those references were 
omittted because of stringent Texas 
libel laws. ss 

Governor Ferguson has $8,802.54 
available for paying the rewards. That 
is what remains of $12,500 appropriat- 
ed to the “governor's law enforcement 
fund.”

zs: ANDREWS URGES RESPECT FOR. PROHIBITION LAW ::: 


Making Monkeys Outof Police 


Pittsburgh, November 29.—(#)— 
The criminal is “making a monkey out 
of the policemen,” declared Lincoln 
C. Andrews, assistant secretary of the 
treasury, in an address before a law 
enforcement rally here today, in which 
he appealed to the citizens of the 
United States to work for the restora- 
tion of respect for federal law. A 
|renewed respect for law, he Said, will 
result in law observance. 

Last spring Mr. Andrews asserted. 
he reluctantly assumed the office of 
assistant secretary, in charge of pro- 
hibition enforcement, because he was 
convinced the conditions of lawless- 
ness demanded earnest consideration. 
He declared that to the normal evils 
of after-war conditions were added 
those resulting from the prohibition 
laws, the most dangerous of which is 
the outlaw bootleg industry. 

“Patronage of this industry,” the 
assistant secretary said, “is result- 
ing in the enrichment of a dangerous 
criminal class and the corruption of 
the agents of government, local, state 
and federal.” 

The chief of the Wnited States se- 


eret service was quoted by Mr. An- 
drews as saying that criminals today 
feel that federal law can be violated 
as freely as any other, in contrast to 
the past tradition of the underworld 
which made the criminal shrink from 
violation of federal law because he 
knew the government would not let up 
until he had been arrested. Chiefs 
of police of large cities, Mr. Andrews 
continued, had made the statement 
that the bootleggers were becoming an 
alarming menace to the ‘social order, 
and bid fair to become the monied 
aristocracy of the next generation. 

“To restore respect for federal law 
we must wipe out the criminal boot- 
leg industry,” Mr. Andrews said, “and 
to this end we are bending every en- 
ergy te eliminate its source of sup- 
ply and to uncover, arrest and pun- 
ish those individuals whose brains 
and money are engaged in organizing 
and directing it. 

“In these efforts I feel that the 
government should have, and will have, 
when you understand the true situa- 
tion, the support of every thoughtful 
citizen,”

Washington, November 29.—Two

The farm population of the coun- 
try was better off for the 1924-25 
fiseal year due to an advance of nine 
per cent in prices of farm products. 
‘One result of this increased buying

Alabama, Dartmouth Show 
Most Defensive Strength': 


New York, November 29.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —The 1925 football 
season, chiefly notable for the unpre- 


cedented number and character of its 
upsets in the ranks of major colleges 
throughout the country, has come to 
a spectacular close. 

The Army’s triumph over the Navy 
in their “air controversy” at the Polo 
grounds yesterday not only supplied a 
brilliant closing spectacle but furnish- 
ed a fittingly sensational climax to a 
gridiron campaign, which, besides wit- 
nessing the downfall of champions and 
contenders alike in a startling parade 
of form reversals, also saw the estab- 
lishment of new attendance records, 
viewed the rivalry development of the 
forward pass by such great elevens 


as Dartmouth, Princeton and Michiefeq during the fall, but the Big Green| y 


gan, -and glimpsed the “galloping 


ghost” of Illinois, Red Grange, as he 


passed from the intercollegiate picture 
with as remarkable a record as any 
individual has ever known. 

Grange himself was a victim of the 
general overthrowing tendency, for the 
famous red. head was stopped abrupt- 
ly on several notable occasions, al- 
though he left convincing proof of 
his ability in the field against Iowa, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio State before 
turning professional to capitalize the 
gridiron’s best advertised career. 

12,000,000 See Games. 

Fully 12,000,000 spectators, reliable 
estimates indicate, watched the ebb 
and flow of college gridiron fortunes 
during the two months’ season. To 
take care of this astonishing outpour- 
ing, which represents an increase of 
2,000,000 over the attendance figures 
of 1924, new and gigantic stadia have 
sprung up in all parts of the country 
with Pittsburgh and Brown dedicating 
two of the most imposing additions 
to the game’s great monuments. 

Grange was the leading “gate” at- 
traction of the fall and Red’s drawing 
powers were responsible for the sea- 
son’s next to highest single game at- 
temlance of 85,500 in Ohio State’s 
stadium at Columbus. All told it was 
figured that Grange played before an 
aggregate throng of 371,000 during 
his final season and approximately 
three-quarters of a million during his 
three-year course, 

Grange’s exploits were the most 
keenly watched-of any throughout the 
season, but the big majority of critics 
agree that the Illinois star did not 
measure up to the brilliant individual 
consistency of Andy (Swede) Ober- 


lander, blond Dartmouth: -halfback, 
whose work was chiefly responsible 
for lifting the Big Green eleven to a 
premier position in the east and gen- 
eral recognition as the country’s out- 
standing team. 
Dartmouth,. with Oberlander’s pass- 
ing a leading factor in every victory, 
not only established eastern suprem- 
acy by conquering Harvard, Cornell 
and Brown by decisive margins, but 
wound up a sensational season by 
swamping Chicago in one of the sea- 
son’s outstanding intersectional frays.
